For Annual Conference 

Repealing the plan used during the 
past two years, the annual Foreign 
Missions Fellowship Conference and 
the Alumni Homecoming are being 
combined for October 8-11 with the 
Rev. W. Earle Stevens, pastor of the 
Westminster Presbyterian Church of 
Chattanooga, as the main inspira- 
tional. speaker.

Bryan alumni missionaries who 
will he speakers at the conference in- 
clude the Rev. Ralph Toliver ’37, 
Bryan’s first foreign missionary rep- 
resentative who works with Over- 
seas Missionary Fellowship in the 
Philippines; the Rev. George Birch 
’48, a missionary teacher who has 
served for three terms in Nigeria 
under Sudan Interior Mission; Mr. 
James Gould ’55, a first term mission- 
ary to Ivory Coast, Africa, under the 
Conservative Baptist Foreign Mission- 
ary Society; Miss Norma Sweeney 
’53, a Child Evangelism Fellowship 
teacher to Brazil; and Mr. Ernest 
Lee ’52, a translator working in 
Vietnam under Wycliffe Bible Trans- 
lators. 

These and other missionaries will 
he featured at combined class sessions 
on Friday of the conference weekend 
and will also be on the platform 
Thursday evening for introductions 
and costumed appearance and will 
share in the final Sunday afternoon 
a lumni -mis sionary rally.

Prominent Pastor Retires 

The retirement earlier this year of 
Dr. George McNeely from the pas- 
torate of the Elizabeth Avenue Baptist 
Church at Newark, 
N. J., brought to a 
close the public min- 
istry of bo tli an un- 
ci usual church an an 
unusual pastor. The 
record of both 
church and pastor 
is eminently worthy 
of preservation as a 
testimony to Jesus 
Christ. 

The Elizabeth 
Avenue Church was organized in 
1769 and was known in its early his- 
tory as the “Baptist Meeting House 
of the Church at Lyons Farms.” The 
area where the church was located 
was known as Boundary Hill, where 
brothers by the name of Lyons owned 
farms. What is now busy Elizabeth 
Avenue was then a country dirt road, 
known as the Upper Road. The first 
church building, used as a hospital 
in the Revolution, was eventually re- 
placed to meet the needs of a growing 
congregation. The pictures of these 
early buildings showing a well-filled 
graveyard surrounding the church in- 
dicate a thriving congregation in 
those early days. 

With the changes of time, however, 
the “Church at Lyons Farms” had all 
but dissolved and the buildings aban- 
doned when the young Episcopalian 
curate, George McNeely, from nearby 
Elizabeth held a tent meeting in the 
summer of 1906 on a site four blocks 
from the present church. As a result 
of the success of the tent meeting, a 
remnant of the old congregation plus 
the new converts banded together to 
revive the church. Young George 
McNeely came to be full pastor of 
this group in 1908, beginning a min- 
istry which at its height included not 
only a large congregation in the en- 
larged and rebuilt church at the 
corner of Elizabeth and Lyons Ave 
nues but also a downtown Newark 
branch congregation known as City 
Temple and five outlying mission 
congregations. 

When the country area in which 
the church was located became a part 
of Lhe sprawling city of Newark, the 
church came to be known as lhe 
Elizabeth Avenue Baptist Church bill 
the corporate title remained the same 
with Elizabeth Avenue prefixed — 
“Elizabeth Avenue Baptist Meeting 
House of the Church at Lyons 
Farms.” 

Dr. McNeely was bom in Dunki- 


neely, County Donegal, Ireland, in 
1878, the oldest son of twelve children. 
His family emigrated to America 
when Dr. McNeely was a lad of 12, 
settling in Elizabeth, N. J. Both of his 
parents died within a year of each 
other before Dr. McNeely was 21, 
causing him as the oldest son in the 
family to carry a great deal of family 
responsibility very early in life. 

Brought up in the Low-Church of 
Ireland, he was converted to Christ 
early in life. As a young man in 
America, he became a lay reader in 
St. John’s Episcopal Church of Eliza- 
beth, from which he advanced to 
become a curate, serving under three 
rectors prior to the time he became 
pastor of the Newark congregation. 

Dr. McNeely ’s skill as an expositor 
of the Scriptures no doubt accounted 
for the fact that many families sat 
under his teaching for two and three 
generations and that many of his con- 
gregations continued to attend his 
church over Lhe years even though 
most of them in time came to live 
outside of Newark and some at great 
distances. His pastoral ministry was 
one of the largest and most fruitful 
on the entire eastern seaboard and 
he was a well-known figure on the 
Bible conference platform. His under- 
standing of the prophetic Scriptures; 
bis insight into the relationship be- 
tween spiritual truth and economic, 
political, and social conditions; his 
effective methods of presentation; and 
his long ministry combined with the 
gifts of his Gaelic temperament tov 
give him a spiritual stature in keep- 
ing with his physical endowment. 

Dr. and Mrs. McNeely are now 
living at 120 S. Harrison Si., East 
Orange, N. J.

Dr. Hanna is registrar at the Win- 
nipeg Bible College and also teaches 
several courses in the practical Chris- 
tian work department. He has also 
served as interim pastor of El ini 
Chapel in Wimiipeg since going lo 
that city in August, 1963.

This year he became 
Dean of Men at tha t school . 

Dr. Johnson has accepted an ap- 
pointment this fall to the Bible de- 
partment faculty at Moody Bible In- 
stitute.

Dean Outlines Plan 
For Fall Chapel Series

A Christian col lege must always re- 
gard its chapel program as one of the 
most important parts of its educa- 
tional and spiritual program. Those 
of us who have responsibility for 
planning chapel find that it is not 
easy to maintain tlie high level of 
interest and the consistent spiritual 
thrust which we want to see. Never- 
theless we keep trying from year to 
year and profit particularly from the 
suggestions of students and faculty 
members. 

As a result of our experiences last 
year and the ideas which were given 
to us by students and staff, we are 
going to attempt something a little 
different the first semester of this 
year. For roughly half of the chapel 
programs we will be utilizing our own 
personnel resources as faculty, staff 
and students unite in discussing to- 
gether some of the basic issues con- 
cerning Christian standards of con- 
duct which are continuingly relevant 
to Christian education. These include 
such things as the use of Lhc tongue, 
conduct, between sexes, attitudes to- 
ward authority, standards of honesty 
and integrity, the body as the temple 
of the Holy Spirit, etc. 

The plan is that these basic topics 
will be presented by a faculty or staff 
"member at a chapel period to he fol- 
lowed the next day at chapel by a 
discussion led by a panel of students 
and staff, succeeded on the third day 
by questions from the student body 
as a whole. We hope to encourage full 
and frank discussion and thereby to 
involve the college family as a whole 
in working through Biblical principles 
and 20lh Century application of these 
principles to daily life. 

Of course, we will have at chapel 
a number of guest speakers during the 
course of the year who will give to us 
the benefit of their experience and in- 
sights. For the first semester, how- 
ever, I he number of these will he 
somewhat less than previously, in 
order that we may have the time 1o 
carry through the program just de- 
scribed in a meaningful way. 

Another point ol interest regarding 
chapel is lliat the schedule has been 
altered putting chapel the first thing 
in l he morning schedule beginning 
a I 8: 30. We are trusting that ihe 
Lord will use this experimental pro- 
gram to accomplish on the campus 
and in each of our hearts many things 
which are needed.
